WASHINGTON, June 24.--President Roosevelt's proposal to m eet any 
new coal strike with a draft club was viewed in m ost congressional quar­ 
ters today as an inadequate substitute for the anti-strike bill, which many 
lawmakers now expect him to veto. 
Mr. Roosevelt disclosed yesterday steps already had been taken to set 
up m achinery for inducting all draft-age miners into the arm ed forces, 
and he said moreover he will ask Congress to raise from 45 to 65 the 
maximum age for induction into non-com bat m ilitary service. T his would 
take in m any of the older miners. 
Some quarters interpreted this to m ean strikers would be put into 
uniform 
and under arm y discipline 
returned to their coal digging Jobs 
at a private’s pay of $50 a m onth. Chairm an W illiam H. Davis of the W ar 
Labor board has estim ated their present pay scale for a six day week a t

THE WAR TODAY 
Ry MAX HILL 
The Axis still is worrying—and 
guessing—about 
what sort of an attack the Allies intend to launch 
against Germany or Italy this summer in Europe. 
Ubidentifled but evidently competent observers In 
Switzerland told Thomas F. Hawkins of The Associat­ 
ed Press that in thetr opinion the constant and de­ 
vastating air attacks on Oermany might well be the 
answer. 
Germany herself Is the “second front”—not some 
distant coastal point, from which 
It - would 
take 
months and thousands of lives to actually penetrate 
Into the Nazi homeland. 
The last war finally was decided by the crushing 
weight of American production. We are less than a 
month away from ths time it took us to break Ger­ 
many in 1818, and It doesn’t appear suoh a collapse is 
likely again in the immediate future. 
But our output now dwarfs that of the previous 
war in every respect, and from 
Loudon last night 
came the encouraging news that production of muni­ 
tions lb Great Britain for the first three months of 
1943 was 40 per cent over the same period 4n 1942. 
Axis production, on the other hand, is bound to be 
on the downgrade because of the tons of 
bombs 
dropped on her vitally essential factories and trans­ 
portation lines. It is 110 wonder Germany must ‘hus­ 
band her remaining strength. 
Our fliers have returned from their raids over the 
Ruhr with stories of the damage done, but the best 
evidence that Germany is being hurt—and hurt badly 
—comes from the Axis radio itself, and from the 
neutral capitals of Bern and Stockholm. 
Dispatches from Swiss correspondents In Germany 
disc.used that the entire Ruhr valley now is virtually 
a military zone, with authorities constantly more con­ 
cerned over the effects of the Incessant bombing. This 
is not only because of what it does to production. 
Civilian morale Is bound to drop under tuch a pound­ 
ing, and even Hitler won’t .he able to maintain a solid 
home front unless the Nazis find some better answer 
to the attacks than they have thus far. 
It has been some time since Goering promised the 
Germans an invincible defense against such air at­ 
tacks, but it has been less than a year that the Axis 
visiting her was doing plenty of tub-thumping over victories in 
the Mediterranean.

if you eat enough food that is good 
for you (whether you like it or 
not), you are then permitted to 
eat a good ileal of food that you 
like, although it may not be theo­ 
retically good for you. 
This psychological attitude 
is 
evidenced by the fairly well in­ 
grained reactions of the ordinary 
cook, housewife and mother. 
For 
instance, men 
and children are 
supposed not to like vegetables. It 
is woman’s responsibility to see 
that the family eats vegetables, by 
coercing the children, cajoling the 
men. by camouflaging the disliked 
vegetables In different ways, with 
sweets and desserts used as re­ 
wards. 
A group of American 
mothers 
frankly don’t understand how they 
could get the children to eat what 
Is supposed to be good for them 
without bribes, and yet 
in many 
areas of the wo^ld—iu highly cul­ 
tured areas—it Is not the habit to 
have desserts as part of the meal 
at all. 
This American attitude, as

(By Associated Press) 
American 
bombers flying 2,000 
miles 
round-trip

credited today with scoring a direct 
hit on a cruiser and setting fires 
visible 70 miles in an attack on the 
Japanese base at McAssar, Dutch 
Celebes. 
Thirty-eight tons of bombs were 
dropped. 
Striking in daylight, on the long­ 
est flight yet undertaken from bases 
in Australia, U. S. liberators pound­ 
ed the enemy stronghold in great 
force and returned with the loss 
of one bomber, Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters announc'd. 
The lone victim went down when 
a Japanese fighter crashed into its 
wing. The two fell together.

jungle fighters bloodily renulsed a 
third straight Japanese attempt to 
break through

COLUMBUS, June 24 — Liquor 
Director Don Fisher said today an 
allotment of one quart, one fifth 
or two pints to each holder of a 
ration purchase card would prevail 
during the June 28-July 24 period, 
but that zoning restrictions would 
be lifted. 
The 
allotment was 
the same 
granted during the first four-week 
ration period. 
The zone system had restricted 
purchases to stores within the im­ 
mediate area of a consumer’s resi­ 
dence .Henceforth, a person will be 
able to buy liquor at any store in 
the state. 
However, Fisher said, the zone 
system still will remain effect in­ 
sofar as registration for purchase 
cards are concerned. 
Fisher said the supply of liquor 
was holding up "very well.” 
“We still have a nice selection 
of brands and during the next per­ 
iod stores will offer Cuban gin for 
sale for the first time." 
Fisher disclosed recently he had 
bought about 14,000 cases of the 
gin as an "experiment."

A motion adopted at yesterday’s 
closing session of the 35th annual 
governors’ conference here directed 
the conference’s executive commit­ 
tee to draft legislation to remove 
administrative 
functions 
f r o m 
Washington bureaus and to set 
up a lobby to support such legis­ 
lation. 
Gov. Herbert D. Maw (D) Utah, 
author of the motion, told news­ 
men it was a "mandate to the ex­ 
ecutive committee to draft legis­ 
lation to strip federal aid agencies i 
of administration powers and to 
set up a lobby to support the legis­ 
lation.” 
He said the move was aimed 
primarily at “non-political” bur­ 
eaus administering federal aid pro­ 
grams.

handle social security, public roads 
administration, public works, em­ 
ployment and similar activities. 
His motion was presented as a 
supplement to a unanimously ap­ 
proved resolution opposing ”fur- 


ther concessions or encroachments
